On* of the first acts of tha comin 


lession should be the passage of a join 
resolution appointing a committee 
confer with California's law-makers on 
the question of securing legislation b; 
them to protect the parity of the Truckee 
river. Senator Foiey recently bad an 
interview with Governor Waterman re 
lativa to this matter. The Governor i 
alive to onr interests, appreciates tbi 
condition of offiira, and volunteered to 
denounce the imposition of those of on: 
lister State who are wantonly pouring 
their sawdust and offal into this stream 
and said he was willing to lend all pos- 
sible aid to grant the relief wbicb is de 
sired. With the aid of tbe Chief Execu- 
tive and thev knowledge 
of 
affaire 


which many of the Legislators of thai 
State possess, all that is needed to se- 
cure protection is intelligent action ul 
onrowu representatives. Much of the 
sickness that has prevailed here is trace- 
able largely to two causes—the water 
we nae and the failure to fore* property 
holders to connect with the sewers. To 
protect ourselves from the former cause, 
we will have to invoke the assistance of 
California, and through that assistance 
stop tbe throwing of all kinds of debris 
into the river outside of this State. 
That Cone then tbe county or State 
should be authorized, and <uoney appro- 
priated for tbut purpose, to cleanse the 
river and make it free from all accumu- 
lations of decaying sawdust and otujr 
foreign matter that may tend to impreg- 
nate the water with the elements ol dis- 
ease breeding in its minutest form.
